Other Updates 


Karen showed photos of Richmond’s Wednesday net; they use a 24-foot window washing 
pole with a Diamond antenna on top. Hams listen to GMRS operators and vice versa. 
They’ve developed a list of people who participate by sending continuous emails to them. 


Karen also distributed a sample roster of how people can log the quality of transmission of 
other operators. 


They have focused on mapping, and less on messaging. They are moving toward portable 


antennas that can be attached to street signs. Jay and Edward have contributed heavily to this 
effort.
